BONUS WITH THEM 
OF NEARLY $125,000 


Bill Giving Kelly $16,000 
for His Loss Was Vetoed 
by Executive—Scheme for 
Disposing of Bonds His 


Own, He Says. 


H. wa Kelly of the Kansas City broker- 
age firm of Kelly & Keliy has made to 
the Post-Dispatch a detailed state 
ment of the circumstances of the 
turning over by the State of . 
250,000 of capitol bonds in April, 1913, to 
the Mercantile Trust Co., with a bonus 
of neariy $125,000, in which he charges 
that Gov. Major broke an agreement 
that the bonds would be delivered to a 
buyer obtained by Kelly. 

Kelly contends that the Gover. 
nor’s action ultimately will cost the 
State between $30,000 and $40,000 addi- 
tional because of a claim he holds 
against the State. Attorney-General 
Barker, Auditor Gordon and Treasurer 
Deal, who, with the Governor, compose 
the Fund Commission, have admitted 
that Kelly has a valid claim. 

The details of the bond transaction 
are today given for the first time. Kelly 
at the last session of the Legislature 
submitted his claim. It went in. with 
several hundred other claims and re- 
ceived no public attention, but even this 
amount was vetoed by Gov. Major.

Former Officials Owe County 
$6174, State $1032, Report 
Declares. 


Warden Is Directed to Pay Over

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7.—The audit 

of the records of Cole County, filed with 

the County Court by Auditor Gordor 


today, discloses that present and for- 
mer county officials owe the county 
$6174.97 and the State $1032.78. 

F. W. Roer, whose petition in bank 
ruptey is now in the Federal Court, 
owes the county and State $1975.03, ac- 
cording to the report, while D. C. Mc- 
Clung, Democratic State chairman and 
Warden of the Penitentiary, and a for- 
mer Collector of Cole County, is di- 
rected to refund $1779.54 

The audit was made at the instiga- 
tion of Prosecuting Attorney D. W. Pe- 
ters after the Post-Dispatch had pub- 
lished the fact that former Collectors 
of Cole County had been charging a 
fee for indexing the records. : 

The audit was completed last October 
by the examiners and turned over to the 
Auditor, but was not filed until today. 

The amounts which the various offi- 
cilals owe the county, according to the 
report, in addition to those of McClung 
and Roer, are: 

T. B. Mahan, former Recorder, $100 
indexing fee; S. H. Sone, same account, 
$200; Guy Chinn, same account, $200, 
and $802.47 differences in taxes collected 
and paid out; O. L. Moore, former Cir- 
cuit Clerk and Recorder, $119.60; Henry 
Andre, same account, $167.68: J. J. Som- 
mers, same account $135.9: R. L. Berry, 
same account, $683.21. Berry is the pres- 
ent Recorder. The amounts alleged 
to be due from him and his predeces- 
sors are for excess fees collected. 

C. A. Dirck, County Clerk, owes the 
County $1138.49 excess fees collected, ac- 
cording to the report. Of this amount, 
however, $733.40 represents hunting l- 
cense fees which he retained under an 
opinion of Gov.

cerns Fails and Midvale Com- 
pany Buys Firm. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 7.—Control of 
the Cambria Steel Co., one of the 
largest of the independent steel con- 
cerns, has been purchased by the Mid- 
vale Steel & Ordinance Co., of Philadel- 
rhia. 

Announcement to this effect was 
made today by W. H. Donner, president 
of the Cambria company. 

W. E. Corey is one of the principal 
owners of the Midvale company. The 
purchase price was $81 per share. Par 
value of Cambria stock is $50 a share. 

There was a scene of excitement on 
the Stock Exchange here when the 
opening song rang today, due to the 
announcement of the failure of the pro- 
posed merger of the Cambria Steel, 
Lackawanna . Steel and Youngstown 
Sheet and Tube Co. 

The stock of the Cambria company 
had advanced briskly on Saturday 
from 74% to 78, closing ai 77%. Today's 
opening was 6 to 75. The stock quickly 
advanced again to 79%. 

In the first hour and a quarter the 
transactions amounted to 109,272 shares, 
breaking all records for the stock and 
exceeding in activity any dealing in a 
single stock since the excitement in 
Reading shares in 1893. 

Soon after tne exchange opened a 
statement to shareholders was issued 
by the three men who had been active 
in the proposed merger, E. T. Stotes- 
bury, W. H. Donner and J. L. Rep- 
logle. The statement read: 

„While it is true as reported that the 
negotiations for the combination of 
Cambria Steel Co. with other steel com- 
panies, has been abandoned, it ‘s be- 
sirable that the stockholders should be 
advised that other negotiations for sale 
of the stock have been practically con- 
summated at $81 per share.“ 

Later Donner unofficially stated the 
new purchaser of the Cambria com- 
pany is the Midvale company. 

The total outstanding Cambria stock 
amounts to 450,000 shares and it is be- 
lieved that the deal involved in the 
neighborhood of $20,000,000. 

The Midvale Steel and Ordnance Co.

United States Steel Corporation in size 
The addition of Cambria Steel Co. gives 
it control of extensive works at Johns- 
town, Pa., and iron properties of the 
Lake Superior district.

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German Who Brought Prize to 
U. S. Declares Raider Does 
Not Fear British. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NORFOLK, Va., Feb. 7.—Lieut. Hans 


Berg, who, with a German crew brought 
the captured British liner Appam to 
Hampton Roads after a voyage of over 


300% miles from the Canaries. yesterday 
talked interestingly of the raider that 
captured the vessel and the voyage of 
the Appam. 

He declined to give a description of 
the Moewe, the name of the Jerman 
raider, her armament, how many men 
she carried, where she came from or 
how much ammunition he had on 
board. He insisted that the vessel was 
the Moewe, although he appeared to 
dodge the question when asked if she 
Was a new vessel by that name or one 
of two others that are registered under 
the German flag. 

She fs a good vessel,“ he said; “she is 
better than the average craft we call 
freighters. I would feel as safe on her 
as I would on a cruiser. She cannot be 
sunk: easily, and she can fight—ob, she 
can fight terribly.” 

“Did you really come through the Kiel 
Canal on the Moewe?“ ho was asked. 

Keeps War Secret. 

“That is a war secret. Do you think 
a vessel with guns fore and aft; with 
mines, torpedoes and ammunition of any 
kind on board, could get by many enemy 
warships?’ If you bélieve it possible to 
do that, then I will say we came from 
Kiel. But I am not telling you that we 
did. 

“We did not grow in the Atlantic 
Ocean. We did not find guns on the 
shores around the Canary Islands, and 
what ammunition we got off captured 
ships would not have sunk one of the 
vessels we captured.

The amendment was drawn and rushed 
through the Legislature, being passed 
on the last day of the session. 

“With his, scheme legalized by ihe 
Legislature, my son started out to sell 
the bonds. He visited Chicago, Boston, 
Hartford, Conn., and after several 
weeks reached New York, where he in- 
terested the New York Life Ins nce 
Co. in the deal. The New York Life 
had refused to buy the bonds from 
Francis, but entered into negotiations.

No action was taken by the commission 
ers. 

Mercantile Trust Co. Gets Bonds. 

A week later the commissioners voted 
to sell the bonds to the Mercantile Trust 
Co., paying it the, tonus of 347.6666. WO 
thus lost the sale, lost the commiz- 
sion and in addition lost the time we 
had devoted to the negotiations for the 
gale of the bonds, and the expenses. Our 
contract with Judge Dillon called for a 
payment of $1500 for the opinion as to 
the legality of the transaction, 

The records of the Fund Commissten 
show that when the proposition for thy 
sale of the bonds was submitted Gov. 
Major and Treasurer Deal voted to sell 
them to the Mercantile: Trust Co., Au- 
ditor Gordon voted against the sale to 
the Mercantile, and Attorney-General 
Barker did not vote. After discussion 
of the matter Barker and Gordon voted 
with Major and Deal to deliver the 
bonds to the Mercantile. 

“My son demanded an explanation of 
the rejection of his proposition and was 
told the bonds were delivered to the 
Mercantile because of a statement made 
by Treasurer Deal that the bonds wouiJ 
be availiable to bidders for State depos- 
its as security for such deposits. The 
Mercantile had bid for §3-80ths of the 
State's money, it was explained, and. had 
| demanded the bonds.”

The fund commissionery, after failing 
in many efforts to sell the bonds, ac- 
cepted our plan, caused the law io 
be amended in order that the plan 
might be carried out, accepted the Dil- 
lon opinion of legality as one of the 
evidences that our services were ac- 
cepted, and then sold the bonds to the 
Mercantile Trust Co., thus ‘freezing out’ 
our firm. 

“Believing that we had a just claim 
against the State, we presented i: to 
the last Legislature, though we did not 
ask for the full amount we would have 
received if the bonds had gone to the 
New York Life Insurance Co. We ::ske:l 
for $29,000. The Senate voted to allow 
us this amount. The House cut the 
appropriation to $5000. A compromise of 
$16,000 was reached and a bill appropri. 
ating that amount was passed. Goy. 
Major vetoed it.“ 

Barker and Gordon Supported Claim. 

Attorney-General Barker told the 
Senate Committee that Kelly was en- 
titled to more than $23,000. Auditor Gor- 
don went before the committee in sup- 
port of Kelly’s claim. Treasurer Deal 


Kelly was entitled to his expenses and 
something for the time he had devoted 
to the sale. but would not state a 
definite amount which should be paid 
Kelly. 

Kelly has had much correspondence 
with the State officials since the bonds 
were sold. In a letter to Gov. Major 
a few days after the bonds were sold, 
he wrote: 

From the time we first appeared be- 
fore the members of the board, we 
abandoned all other business and gave 
our entire time and necessary expense 
to this proposition, and even up to the 
day before the bonds were sold we were 
assured that preference should be given 
to no person over us, and that for the 
present there would be no sale. 

“We frankly exhibited our hand and 
somebody else apparently has as frank- 
ly exhibited that hand to the Mercantile 
Trust Co., because at the time of the 
award of State monies to that company 
it had no plan for handling or desire 
for the bonds.“

I promised you in tnat 
meeting that I would vote for it and 
1 did vote for it on every occasion.” 

Barker’, Letter to Kelly. 

Attorney-General Barker wrote Kelly, 
March 13, 1915; 

Jam very much in favor of you re- 
ceiving your money for the services 
which you rendered to the State. 1 ab- 
peared before the legislative committee 
and urged them to allow you the full 
amount, and Gov. Major knows I am in 
favor of you getting your money, and 
I am willing to do anything that I can 
to help you, and you may use this let- 
ter in any way you desire, because I do 
not think we could possibly have sold 
these bonds without adopting your 
plan.”’ 

Gov, Major, asked by a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent for a statement regard 
ing the Kelly transaction said: 

“I vetoed the bill appropriating money 
to Kelly because I knew he had no 
moral or legal claim against the State. 
We didn’t make any promise to Kelly 
and Kelly didn’t perform any service 
for the State. He didn’t even present 
a new plan. I had thought about his 
plan and a lot of other plans. His plan 
wasn’t new to me. 

I shall have no hesitancy in telling 
the next Governor, whoever he may be, 
that Kelly should not have the money.“ 

Kelly said that he would present his 
claim to the next Legislature. He said 
his actual expenses amounted to about 
$1500, taking no account of the time he 
devoted to the deal. 

Festus J. Wade, president of the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co., told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he doubted that the New 
York Life Insurance Co. had agreed to 
82 the 2 and exhibited sev- 
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eral letters from Kelly & Kelly, written 
ufter the Mercantile had obtained the 
lends. in which Kelly & Kelly sought to 
act as brokers for the Mercantile in dis- 
sing of the bonds. Wade said that he 
thought Kelly's deal with the New York 
in only preliminary stages, 
and that no definite arrangement had 
been made by Kelly and the New Youk 
Life. 

Wade said he bid for the bonds and 
the State deposits some time in April, 
which was several weeks after the 
Kelly proposition was submitted to the 
Fund Commissioners. Wade said he 
tok the bonds because he could use 
them as security for State deposits. He 
said he bid for the deposits because of 
a change in the law to permit the use or 
real estate securities for bonds instead of 
cnly Government, State or county bonds. 
He was not a bidder for either the de- 
posits or the bonds until ufter Kelly 
had submitted his proposition to the 
State and the amendment ſegallzing the 
Kelly plan was adopted. 

“The transaction was fair, square and 
above board.“ Wade said. There was 
no secrecy about it. I went to Jefferson 
Citv myself. There is no apology due 
anybody.” 


SALE HAD BEEN 
ARRANGED IN EAST 


Officials of New York Life Com- 
pany Confirm Broker’s State- 
ments in This Regard. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 7.— Fiscal officers 
of the New York Life Insurance Co 
bear out in every way the claim of 
Kelly & Kelly, Kansas City bond brok- 
ers, that the company, after satisfying 
itself that the Kansas City men were 
authorized to negotiate for the sale of 
the capital bonds, had agreed to take 
the $2,000,000 on the terms as made by 
Kelly & Kelly. When the matter was 
first put up to Treasurer Shipman he 
turned it over to Mr. Cushman, the 
company's municipal bond expert. 

The Life company investigated it thor- 
oughly, found it feasible, and agreed to 
take the bonds if it could be established 
that Kelly & Kelly had the right to 
dispose of them. To look into this, 
Cushman told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today, he went to Jefefrson City. Whe 
he got there the Governor and State 
Treasurer were out of town, but he 
says he saw Attorney-General Barker 
and Auditor Gordon and they both sub- 
stantiated Kelly’s statements. Barker 
showed a lively appreciation of the 
service Kelly had rendered the State 
in showing how, after the banks had 
given up the problem, the bonds could 
be issued, his plan being dependent on 
a change in the law. When this change 
would be made, Barker told Cushman, 
the Kelly plan would be perfectly legai 

The New York Life thereupon agreed 
to accept bonds from Kelly & Kelly 
when issued, and everything seemed to 
be definitely arranged. 

Keily, & Kelly, according to their cor- 
respendence with the New York Life, 
had no actual contract with the bond 
commissioners, as such a contract, be- 
fore the necessary changes were made 
in the law, would have been illegal. 
When the changes were made, however. 
and the bonds issued, they were sold 
to the Mercantile Trust Co. through 
Paul Brown & Co. Kelly & Kelly were 
therefore unable to carry out their 
agreement with the New York Life.

He was 
not sitting at a desk in the conventional 
pose of a man of affairs, but was 
spread out in 4 great easy chair with a 
big bunch of proofs in his hands, a de- 
partmental editor bending over him and 
another editor waiting to take his turn. 

‘Is the submarine article ready for 
tomorrow?” he asked the editor. 

„es, Chief, all ready,” was the an- 
ewer. 

“And this article,” he said, glancing 
through the proofs, has Nichole made 
that change?“

Northcliffe. “It should »e made per- 
fectly clear that it was the Government, 
yes the Foreign Office, that said this 
thing.

“Northcliffe press, the greatest as- 
semblage of newspaper cwnership ever 
seen in England, headed by the Thun- 
derer, known as the “Envilishman’s I- 
ble, and the traditional exponent of 
British” policy —occupying 
alone with the management and iarger 
policies of this organization but with 
the editorial details and even with the 
text and phraseology of leading articles. 
His two advisers, Geoffrey Robinson o? 
the Times and Thomas Morlow of the 
Daily Mail, have full authority, freely vr 
frequently exercised, to censor their 
chief's work. 3 


Quick in His Estimates. 

Lord Northcliffe is very quick in his 
estimate of men and things. When ref- 
erence was made to Lord X. who has 
Leen much in the public eve of tate, he 
said: “Yes, he is a good advertiser.” 

Then when reference wus made to 
Lord V, who is supposed to he directing 
„ very large branch of the ‘sovernment, 
he said: “Why, he is finished.” 

“Finished? How so? le is directing 
na department.“ 

Not at all. Blank is curving the de- 
partment; Lloyd-George is luoking after 
ammunitions, and Lord X 18 finished;

Admiral Says Drill Fieet Has Excess 
of 200 Men, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—When Rear 
Admiral Blue, chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, told the House Naval Com- 
mittee today that the Atlantic fleet went 
south for winter drills with an excess of 
nearly 200 men in its enlisted personnel, 
Representative Britten produced a radio- 
gram from Admiral Fletcher stating that 
the 15 battleships were short nearly 
1000 men.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.--Democrats 
and Republicans are asking whether 
Representative Henry T. Rainey of Ii 
nois, ranking Democratic member of the 
Ways and Means Committce, is to be- 
come the actual leader of the House 
majority. 

Representative Claude Kitchin of 
North Carolina, who is out of harmony 
with President Wilson on many impor- 
tant policies, is the titular leader.

Inquiry developed that Rainey 
had been presiding over hearings of the 
Ways and Means Committee all of last 
week. As the ranking Democrat of the 
committee, the IIlinoisan naturallv 
would preside - the absence of the 
chairman. 

In this 3 it will be recalled 
that Rainey introduced the administra- 
tion tariff bill. With Kitchin opposed to 
this measure it will be up to Rainey to 
lead the administration's fight on the 
floor.

LONDON, Feb. 7.—Reports of greatly 
increasing tension bétween Rumania 
and the central Powers come from Italy 
and from Rumania itself. The Milan 
Secolo, as quoted by the Daily News 
correspondent, accuses Austria and Ger- 
many of having interfered directly in 
the internal affairs of Rumania by is- 
suing wha: amounts to a threat of war 
in the event of the election of two 
Laown advocates of intervention in 


ment, together with the proposed sale 
of Rumania’s surplus grain supplies io 
Great Britain. 

‘Germany and Austria, the correspond- 
ent says, have given notice that they 
will consider these two events “as acts 
hostile to the central Powers, which 
will take measures accordingly.” 
Dispatches at the same time to the 
Chronicle from Marmornitz, Rumania, 
say that the central Powers have de- 
manded the demobilization of the Ru- 
manian army and “a neutrality favor- 
able to the central Powers.“ 


Troops Massed on Danube. 
The —— says a marked in- 


crease in the concentration of Ruma- 
nian troops on the Danube opposite the 
Hungarian frontier has recently taken 
place. 

The election difficulty, according to 
the Secolo, arose over the candidacy of 


4itwo refugees from Transylvania, a 


priest named Lucais, and poet named 
Coga for the Rumanian Parliament in 
by-elections at Galatz and Caracul. 
Both in their canvass were outspoken 
in their demand for Rumanian inter- 
vention on the side of the allies. 

As a result of the German and Aus- 
trian representations, however, the 
Secolo goes on, the Government put 
every possible secret obstacle in the 
way of these candidates, without open- 
ly opposing them, which it could not 
do under the Constitution. The under- 
hand opposition was so strong, it is 
said, that bcth were compelled to with- 
draw from the election, and as a result 
of this it is reported that all the inter- 
ventionist members of the Parliament 
plan to resign in a body as a protest 
against Premier Bratiano’s tactics. 
The subject of Rumania’s great har- 
vest has been a vexed question between 
her Government and the central Pow- 
ers, ever since th beginning of the war. 
Rumania being an agricultural country, 
her prosperity is dependent upon mar- 
keting her harvests. She has been cut 
off to a large extent from outside mar- 
kets, however, by the closing of the 
Dardanelles

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16,000 RAISED 
AT JEWISH WAR 
RELIEF MEETING 


Offering Increases Total of Col- 
lections Here to About 
$60,000. 


At a mass meeting at Temple Israel 
last night about $16,000 was subscribed 
to the fund being raised to aid Jews 
in Europe who are suffering because of 
the war. This makes a total of about 


$60,000 raised in St. Louis for this pur- 
pose, $44,000 having been subscribed or 
collected by solicitation and by the sale 
of tags on Jan. 27. the day set aside 
by President Wilson for Jewish relief. 
Rabbi Leon Harrison made an address 
describing the suffering of the Jews in 
Calicia and Russian Poland. These two 
sections of Europe have been the battle- 
fields of the great campaigns of the 
Austro-Germans and the Russians, re- 
sulting in the devastation of much of 
the country. -He told how the nation- 
wide relief work in the last two weeka 
has raised $2,500,000 for the Jews. It is 
hoped to double this sum, he said. 
The appeal for funds has been made 
not only to Jews but to people of every 
race and creed. In the audience of more 
than 80 at Temple [srael last night were 
many who were not eJws. One of the 
principal speakers was Bisnop Daniel 8 
Tuttle, who reminded the audience of 
the debt Christianity owes to the Jews. 
Short talks also were made by John 
G. Lonsdale, president of the National 
Bank of Commerce, and the Rev. wr.

Fortunately the President is not unalterably 
committed to one method. He does not insist 
upon the continental army. In his speeches he 
repeatedly said that he is willing to accept any 
good plan; he does not presume to say that his 
plan is. better than any other, but has an open 
mind. 3 

Whatever may be the plan adopted by Congress, 
ene point should be provided for; the control of 
the reserve forces, whether National Guard or 
other organization is preferred, should be in the 
hands of the Federal Government. The Govern- 
ment should have the power to enforce efficiency. 
Under the present system the National Guard is 
divided into 48 sections each under, control of a 
different political head, subject to political influ- 
ence in the appointment of officers. It is not 
an efficient national defense force, and in case of 
war might be officered by a host of incompetents 
requiring for efficient service more training than 
raw recruits in the ranks. The guard will have 
to be reorganized under Federal supervision. 

It is fuli time for Americans, on all questions 
of American progress and welfare and partic- 
ularly on the question of national defense, to 
think nationally. In preparing for the pro- 
tection or advancement of our common na- 
tional interests, let us forget we are citizens 
of states for this purpose we are citizens of 
the United States. wb 

Important, however, as adequate land defenses 
are, they do not equal in importance sea defenses. 
The navy is our first line of defense. Keeping an 
enemy away from our shores is incomparably bet- 
ter than whipping him after he lands. We might 
survive | some blundering on land preparedness, 
but neglect and mistakes in naval preparation 
would be fatal.

WRITE TO YOUR CONGRESSMAN NOW. 

Ours is a representative Government; in a sense 
government by the people. The people’s active 
participation usually stops with voting for a rep- 
resentative and letting him do the governing with- 
out further influence, suggestion or interference. 
There are times when the people should directly 
communicate their will and desires to their agents 
who are attending to their business of governing. 

The agents sitting in Congress today have never 
received instructions from the men who elected 
them concerning the issue of preparedness. There 
has been no opportunity for the people to express 
themselves at the polls. There will be no oppor- 
tunity for men to speak their will at the polls 
before November. But the voter need not wait— 
he should not wait—until the election to make 
his demands known upon a question of national 
defense.
